Trouble began tor Carol and the Feminist 
Women’s Health Center on April z 8 when a woman un- 
dercover agent paid a visit u the Sen Help Clinic 
and asked questions about pregnancy and other top- 
ics Apparently, between April and the end ot August 
several other visits were made to the unu by 
other female agents 

Then, on September 20, the Sell Help Clinic was 
raided while women were sitting in the living room 
of the Center discussing their personal experiences 
with regard to medical caie Ten policemen entered 
and told the women to stay where the/ were Ihen, 
after showing a search warrant, search the tnure 
house

Colleen and Carol turned themselves in to the 
Sybil Brand Institute for Women where they were de- 
tained tor several hours, although bail was posted 
immediately A group ot about 50 women from the 
community accompanied them to show support 

Colleen Wilson subsequently p leaded. gui lty to 
one charge ot fitting a diaphragm, was fined $250 
and placed on two years probation 

The Self-Help Ciinic was started by a group of 
women who were trying to change the abortion laws 
and look into better health care for women They 
discovered that to make intelligent evaluations 
about medical care, they had to first learn more 
about their own bodies Thus, self-help was ini- 
tiated by doing vaginal self-examination with the 
use oi a plastic vaginal speculum, doing breast 
examinations, pelvic examinations and sharing ex- 
periences about their own health care The orig- 
inal gr cup of women started meeting nearly two 
/ears ago There were five ox six women in the ori- 
ginal group and there axe now at the very least - 
over a thousand whomen who are involved in Self- 
Help across the country 

When we started the Center, we asked several 
lawyers what we could do legally," said Downer, 

Und they told us that the laws were so vague it 
would take a test case to find out 

"The law detines practicing medicine as diag- 
nosing and treating a disease So half the mothers 
in this country could be charged with diagnosing 
that their children had the measles," she added 

When the jury was about to announce the ver- 
dict, Carol stood up and so did the rest of the 
courtroom -- mostly women --to show that Carol 
wasn’t the only one on trial- The jurors were 
smiling when the verdict of "not guilty" was read- 

The foreman of the jury handed Carol a note 
saying that she was a beautiful person and that 
what she was doing was beautiful too 

Women m the courtroom spoke to the women 
jurors after the trial ended "We had no idea what 
the jury was going to do," said one woman "They 
were so stonefaced -- the men more than the women 
but the women jurors all said they plan to come 
to a selt-help session It's really fantastic," 
she added- 

Carol said that it was a big boost knowing that 
the ciinc can continue to do self-help work now 
that there's a precedent set

Most or th-r people murdered, however, are 
peasants out of tavoi with large landowners or po- 
liv. e, oi City d^: idents classed as leftists 
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The government dispa/ages the notion that all 
the assassinations are political, insisting that 
most are the work of common bandits „ But it does 
not explain why so few of the killers are appre - 
hended. Independent sources say that the murders 
are extralegal in nature, the work of over zealous 
policemen or arm/ sergeants who do not want to en- 
dure the tedium of court cases before doing away 
with people formerly' associated with the guerillas, 

"It is ridiculous to think that so large a 
scale of violence, " says one foreign observer, 

"could be undertaken without army or police encour- 
agement." He points out that "The Hand" or the "Eye 
for an Eye" right-wing terrorist forces were orig- 
inally formed by army intelligence or other army 
and police security organizations, lie cannot recall 
he says, a single instance m which a policeman was 
tried for killing a leftist. 

The murder^ have muted criticism of Col Arana 
and have demoxalized forces left of center. Many 
observers are convinced that behind the facade of 
democratic elections the true source of power con- 
tinues to rest with the army -- and the extralegal 
forces, such as "The Hand" -- that evolved from it. 
They feel that the only prospect for a reformist 
government would oe the emergence of leftist forces 
in the army, similar to what happened in Peru in 1969. 

It is generally conceded that the reform gover- 
ment of Julio Cesar Mendez Montenegro, which left 
office in 1970, was unable to carry out any signif- 
icant change because it had to make deals with the 
army to stay in power, 

In a nation where agricultural laborers earn 
between 25 and 80 cents a day, and illiteracy is 
still 70%, Arana stubbornly resists any kind of soc- 
ial refomu When two men close to him, Jaime Monge, 
a trade unionist on friendly terms with UAW founder 
Walter Reuther, and Victor Rodriguez, an old leftist 
tried to establish reform-oriented groups within 
the Arana coalition, they too were assassinated.

"WE’LL PAY MORE FOR DAY CARE THAN FOR RENT:" 
HUNDREDS RALLY TO PROTEST ROCKEFELLER DAY-CARE PLAN 

NEW YORK (LNS) -- Several hundred day care 
center workers and mothers descended on New York 
State Governor Nelson Rockefeller’s midtown Manhat- 
tan offices on a freezing cold Tuesday afternoon in 
early December, The crowd, which spilled across po- 
lice lines to fill the block in front of the elegant 
townhouse which houses the Governor's downstate 
headquarters, was protesting a proposal to drastic- 
ally modify rate schedules for city-funded day care 
centers which would make the cost of day care pro- 
hibitive to working families (and eliminate services 
to low-middle and middle income families altogether. ) 

Chanting, "What do we want -- Day Care. When 
do we want it -- Now!" and "We'll pay more for day 
care than for rent," the protestors, who were over- 
whelmingly Black and Latin women, directed their 
anger at Rockefeller, whose State Department of Soc- 
ial Services has developed the new scheme 

The crowd included a drum band made up of teen- 
agers and children from a day care center, which led 


people m a brief march up the street. Later every- 
one joined m to serenade the governor with a song 
to the tune of "This Old Man" -- 

Rockefeller doesn't care-- 
Mommy and daddy are on welfare. 

With a boom boom, bang bang, 

Shoot 'em out the school. 

Rockefeller's a goddamn fool! 

After two hours of speeches, chanting and sing- 
ing, the demonstration broke up with plans for more 
meetings and demonstrations to expand the struggle 
against what they see as a threat to all working 
mothers m the state 

The new fee scale for city-funded day care cen- 
ters makes a family of two with a net income of 
$6,000, for example, ineligible for child care. 

Day care workers see cutting off families with this 
and higher incomes as a means of stemming demands 
for better, and more expensive service which have 
frequently been voiced by higher-income parents of 
day care children 

For non-welfare families with lower incomes, 
the new proposal increases the costs of child care 
astronomically A two -person family which pays 
$2.00 a week currently would, if their yearly income 
is, say, $5000, have to fork over $42.30 a week for 
child care under the new proposal. 

The state is asking working people in many cases 
to contribute 40% of their weekly paychecks to child 
care. Theoretically, this should force open 
more slots at day care centers for children from 
welfare families. But if a decent job did come a- 
long for a welfare mother, her increased income 
would make the cost of leaving her children at a 
center while she works prohibitive. 

Also many people who hold jobs now and pay 
weekly child care fees ranging from $2.00 to $3.50 
will find they can no longer afford to leave their 
children at the centers at a weekly cost of $23.00 
or $46.10, and will turn to welfare while they stay 
home and take care of their children themselves. 

Day care families and workers see the proposal 
as reflecting an over-all climate, stemming from 
the Nixon "work ethic", m which poor people are 
seen as deserving punishment. More specifically, 
they point out that the day care plan meshes with 
the "forced work" scheme for welfare recipients 
which has been advocated in many states, and is on 
the books m some. 

Under "forced work" plans, welfare recipients 
are forced to accept jobs, for which they are paid 
what they would normally get on welfare (well under 
the minimum wage of course) and would lose eligibil- 
ity for welfare if they refuse such work. 

Although the "forced work" plan has been stymied 
in New York State by an adverse court ruling, day 
care people do not see it as a dead issue by any 
means, and they view the child care rate proposal 
as a means of encouraging people to accept jobs at 
the very low wages "forced work" would provide, 
because only people with welfare-level incomes 
would qualify for free, or even reasonable, child 
care rates

The prosecution ba*ed its case against Allison 
on an oral confer ion he allegedly made to a Navy 
investigator 7 days after the lire* Allison denies 
having made that statement 

The case will be automatically appealed to a 
higher couit and eventually could wind up in a civil 
ran court Stanley Sacks, Allison's civilian lawyer, 
said that the idea that Allison could be convicted 
on the basis of an unsubstantiated oral confession 
to a lone intelligence officer ’’shakes me in my 
shoe s." 

Allison was also found guilty of possession and 
distribution oi mescaline and LSD, although he 
was judged not guilty of one charge- -attempt mg to 
distribute LSD to another sailor- As far as the 
Navy was concerned, the fact that Allison's name was 
linked to drugs if only on paper, gave more credence 
to the other charges
